Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Canada on 30 June 2000. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the 2,313,314 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jha. 

Regarding claim 1, Jha teaches a Method and Apparatus for Processing a Secondary 
Synchronization Channel which teaches all the claimed subject matter as follows. Jha teaches a 
primary and secondary control sequence transmitted in synchronization channel (SCH) of a 
wireless communications system, wherein the synchronization sequence occupies only a fraction 
of the slot period, note 4A elements 418, 406a-n, and 408a-n, and paragraphs 0054 and 0055. 

Regarding claim 1 1, see claim 1. 

Regarding claim 12, Jha further teach the claimed subject matter in paragraph 0054. 
Regarding claim 13, see claim 12.

Regarding claim 14, Jha further teach the claimed subject matter in paragraph 0084 and 
figure 4A, element 404.
